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FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.98 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.98  for  February  1965  deliveries  of  Grade  A  milk 
to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend— LaPorte— Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform  price  is 
based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7  cents 
for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  The  mini¬ 
mum  price  is  subject  to  a  4  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with 
the  authorized  hauling  charge.  This  price  is  8  cents  less  than  the  January  1965  uniform  price, 
but  is  8  cents  higher  than  a  year  ago. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


This  market  is  now  100  percent  bulk  tank  as  of  February  1,  1965.  There  are  45  less  producers 
on  the  market  than  there  were  a  year  ago;  however,  the  average  daily  production  per  producer 
is  949  pounds,  compared  with  889  pounds  of  a  year  ago.  The  average  daily  producer  receipts 
for  the  month  is  down  1  percent  from  last  year,  but  shows  a  3  percent  increase  over  January 
of  this  year.  The  average  test  of  producer  milk  is  .06  of  a  percent  higher  than  it  was  a 
year  ago  and  is  only  slightly  less  than  January  of  this  year. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Sales  of  Class  I  products  have  decreased  4.5  percent  from  what  they  were  a  year  ago.  This  is 
more  than  the  decrease  of  last  month  from  the  previous  year,  when  it  was  3  percent  below.  This 
decrease  can  be  caused  by  the  fact  that  we  have  two  handlers  that  quit  during  the  year,  but 
are  still  distributing  packaged  milk  from  another  area. 

ORDER  NEWS 

Beginning  April  1,  1965,  Order  No.  31  will  have  an  amended  order.  The  main  changes  in  the 
order  will  be,  as  follows: 

1.  Expansion  of  the  marketing  area  to  include  the  Counties  of  Kosciusko,  Marshall,  Starke, 
Porter,  and  Lake  and  rename  the  order  Northwestern  Indiana  Marketing  Area. 

2.  The  combining  of  Class  II  and  Class  III  into  one  class  hereinafter  known  as  Class  II. 

3.  The  reduction  of  butterfat  differential  rates  from  .13  times  Chicago  93  score  butter  price 
to  .12  times  Chicago  92  score  butter  price  in  Class  I  and  use  ,113  times  Chicago  92  score  butter 
price  for  the  Class  II  differential. 

4.  The  adder  to  the  basic  formula  price  for  computing  the  Class  I  price  will  be  increased  an 
average  of  10  cents  for  the  year,  but  the  Chicago  supply  demand  adjustment  is  to  be  used  for  this 
market,  which  ordinarily  takes  off  24  cents.  Since  the  Chicago  Order  No.  30  is  to  be  terminated 
as  of  March  31,  1965,  this  market  will  use  an  equivalent  price  provision  for  Class  I  determined 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 


The  Class  I  price  for  the  March  1965  delivery  period  will  be  $4.04  per  hundredweight  for  3.5  per¬ 
cent  milk.  The  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  hundredweight  to  the  basic  formula  price 
($3.22) ,  minus  the  8  cent  supply  demand  adjustment.
